Full C A Title 




Can Now Stop ^Acting’ and 
Start the Ball Rolling 


A move Monday evening 
at an adjourned meeting of 
the City Council, may have 
been a surprise to many, 
but to others it was some¬ 
thing that had to come to 
pass sooner or later, and 
that was the motion by 
Councilman Gary Ada m s 
that James McRea be desig¬ 
nated as the City Adminis¬ 
trator for the City of Sierra 
Madre, and eliminating the 
“AcUng” from his title. The 
motion was given a second 
by Councilman Delga 1 1 o 
and on roll call vote showed 
a unanimous vote for unity 
of 5 - 0. 

City Administrator McRea 
became an employee of the 
City of Sierra Madre In Feb¬ 
ruary of 1971 as an Admin¬ 
istrative Assists n t. Two 
times before he was given 
the Job of being Acting City 
Administrator at the time of 
the rcslgnatian of City Ad¬ 
ministrator Norman Boehm 
and at the resignation of 
City Administrator Ed Med- 
ky, until such time as At¬ 
torney Charles Martin was 
appointed as the Acting City 
Administrator. 

McRea Is aged 39 years 
(first time around) and has 
held numerous titled in the 
City since his employment: 
5k>rretary to the Planning 
Commission, Acting City Ad¬ 
ministrator and Community 
54ervice8 Officer and hold.s 
high expertise tn the field of 
Planning, its laws and regu 
lations. 

In off-the-record remarks 
from some members of the 
Council, It was felt that the 
City may have not pl.ayed 
the game fair with McRea 
by holding him in an "act¬ 
ing” position, thus not giv¬ 
ing him the full reign of 
City Administrator, and it 
was time that he wa.s given 


the full title and the oppor¬ 
tunity to choose an assistant 
. . . This is an election pro¬ 
mise fulfilled, to riiango the 
City Administrator. 

In disou&sion of the mat¬ 
ter prior to and after the 
Council meeting, it is the 
opinion of Mayor Edwards 
that Sierra Madre does not 
need a full - time Adminis¬ 
trator, but a part - time one, 
with an assistant, thus al¬ 
lowing the Assistant to take 
care of the many community 
.services that are now going 
unmanaged. He .named the 
part - time Administrator 
that he recommended, but 
the City Council, 4 to 1. did 
not buy his program. 

The Preliminary Budget, 
now the operating budget 
carried an item of $15,000 
for an Administrative As¬ 
sistant, and although almost 
one-fourth of the year has 
elapsed, there has been .no 
appointment to that position. 
Some members of the Coun¬ 
cil feel that now that Mc- 
Rca has been given the full 
title that he should Immedi¬ 
ately start the procedure for 
securing an assistant to help 
his many endeavors. 

The gi\ing to McRea the 
job of City Administrator, 
really does not add anything 
to his position, but merely 
drops the word "Acting," 
and as we now see it he has 
a tremendous task ahead, 
that of recruiting a new 
Building Inspector and a 
new Fire Marshal, which he 
has the Council thinking In 
the terms of a combination, 
one man to fill berth posi¬ 
tions. Where a man with 
this knowledge can be found 
is not konwn at the present 
one man to fill both posi- 
time, or if the Council w'ill 
take that approach.

The applications will be 
accepted through October 31, 
said Panish. who noted that 
there are three ways voters 
can request the special bal¬ 
lots: 

— By going to the Regis¬ 
trar’s Absent Voter Divislan 
on the third floor of the 
Registrar - Recorder's Of¬ 
fice. 

— By sending a letter of 
request to the Registrar - 
Recorder, Absent Vote Divi¬ 
sion, 808 N. Spring .St., Les 
Angeles 90012. 

— Or by filling out the 
special absent voter ballot 
request form which is en¬ 
closed in the County .sample 
ballot package that is mailed 
to all registered voters. 

Panish reminded County 
t’oters that requests for ab¬ 
sent voter ballots must be 
made at each election, and 
that an individual request is 
needed for each person ap¬ 
plying. 

Under State law, absent 
vote ballots are made avail¬ 
able to persons who will be 
unable to go to their local 
polling places on election 
day because of illness, ab¬ 
sence from the precinct, phy¬ 
sical handicap or conflicting 
religious commitments, or if 
they reside more than 10 
miles from their polling 
place. 

Panish noted that absent 
voter ballots may be cast 
any time at his department’s 
Ab.sent Voter Division. 

To be counted, absent 
voter ballots must be re¬ 
ceived by the Registrar’s 
Office by the time the polls 
close at 8 p.m. on election 
day

"Taxpayers whose taxes 
are paid through impound 
accounts — collected along 
with mortgage payments — 
will again receive a tax 
notice this year,’’ Alvord 
stated. 

He cautioned, however, 
that taxpayers should not 
use these notices to pay 
their taxes unless they no 
longer pay taxes through an 
impound account. If there is 
any question as to the lia¬ 
bility for payment, the tax¬ 
payer should check with his 
mortgage company. 

Alvord pointed out that 
this year’s tax bill has beeiv 
modified to reilect the im¬ 
plementation of Proposition 
13. He said Proposition 13 
limits the maximum amount 
of any tax on real property 


to one per cent of the mar¬ 
ket value, plus the amount 
needed to pay for any bond¬ 
ed indebtedness previously 
approved by fne voters and 
for direct assesssments such 
as lighting maintena nee, 
weed abatement, etc. ’The 
one per cent of market val¬ 
ue is equivalent to a $4 tax 
rate. The net effect of the 
one per cent limitatioiv, Al¬ 
vord said, is that in most 
cases a property owner’s tax

for 1978 will be reduced by 
more than one-half. 

Of special note to senior 
citizens, Alvord said, are the 
provisions of law which will 
allow (pialiifed senior citi¬ 
zens aged 62 and older, to 
postpone payment of prop¬ 
erty taxes until they sell 
their home or otherwise can 
afford to pay their taxes. He 
stated that Interested senior 
citizens should contact the 
local office of the State 
Franchise Tax Board for 
further Information on this 
program.

“Nature Notes“ 

By Sandor Junkunc 


The beginning of Autura 
in the lower canyons is a 
somewhat unglamorous time 
when things appear dead . . 

. . hut maybe dormant is a 
better term. I observe the 
meadow as a place of gen¬ 
tle, long coming change . . . 
another shift of seasonal 
gears. A transition. The 
Spring and Summer grasses 
are now in the latter stages 
of demise; brown as opposed 
to green! Down-trodden . . . 
flattened, as compared to 
being Strang and upstanding 
as in months passed. In 
fact, now many of the grassy 
plants of a,n earlier time are 
forced into a low profile of 
swirled tussocks. One really 
wonders what has laid the 
plants so low ... an animal 
of some sort, using the mea¬ 
dow to lie down in? Deer? 
Coyote? Or, wit it merely 
the unpredictable rains and 
winds of summer? 

The canyons seem, hushed, 
as if waiting for news of a 
change in plans. Certainly, 
that must be forthcoming! 
The most predom i n a n t 
sounds are those of the 
scrub jay a,nd the acorn, 
woodpecker. Yes, I guess it’s 
that time again. 

Just a few short weeks 
ago buckwheat plarvts had 
little tan puffs at the ends 
of their stems the size of 
table grapes . . . light and 
fulffy. Now they are crunchy 
brown. Crisp. Dead! Or, 
maybe just dormant, waiting 
patiently for next year and 
re-newed life. They add sig¬ 
nificantly to the overa 11 
browness and dry quality of 
the Autumn scene. 

The same is with dodder, 
which was strong and heal¬ 
thy during the Spring and 
Summer. Getting its susten¬ 
ance from other plants, dod¬ 
der is a parasite that can 
live only in the presence of 
other plants. As it grows 
tliroughout the sum m e r, 
sending its octopus tentacles 
in search of food, it takes 
on a bright orange color. 
When dodder finds a host 
plant it attaches its specia¬ 
lized suction cups to that 
plant’s leaves and stems. It 
is then that it begins to ex¬ 
tract the juices of its life! 
The problem inherent in this, 
of course, is that dodder can, 
and will eventually kill its 
host plant, cutting off its 
own fooil supply . . -its life¬ 
line! Dodder will thrive 
during the hot days of sum- 
ber, being supported by its 
plant neighbors: but even¬ 
tually it will experience a 
head-on collision with Au¬ 
tumnal death. It is hten that 
it turns a crisp brown.. Dry.
